With their father. Charles Coon, in a dying condition, the six 
small children of this laborer were without food from Saturday until 
Monday, when a generous citizen gave the last $2 from a meager 
purse to tide them over. 
A physician says that lack of nourishing food and a feverish fear 
of being sent to t^he poor farm, arelargely responsible for the now 
probably hopeless condition of Mr. Coon. 
Coon has never before been a charge. 
He w’as employed by the 
La Crosse Rug company, 
and the 
dust is said to have affected his 
lungs, 
At the outset the 
case was not serious, and proper treatm ent 
probably would have restored his health. 
With Mrs. Coon, there are eight in the family, and with scant 
help from the Associated Charities and the county 
poor commis­ 
sioner they have maintained a miserable existence during the seven 
months since the father was obliged to give up work. 
The Associated Charities is reported as having explained that 
Poor Commissioner Burdick told them the case w as a county charge, 
and took the Coon family off their hands 
A month ago he gave 
them $15, and later, under protest, he paid the $11 rent necessary 
to get them into a little house at Hager and Caledonia street, after 
they had bepn compelled to leave the little home they had occupied 
near the corner of Fifth 
and Jay streets. 
The reason the poor commissioner gave for refusal when fur­ 
ther help was solicited was that THERE ARE FOUR OTHER DE­
